Over  the  years  since  Lincoln  Col- 
lege  opened,  dorm  life  has 
changed  dramatically.

$144  for  the  entire  year.  Today 
we  pay  a  lot  more  than  that,  but 
it  is  worth  it  for  all  the  fun  times 
that  take  place  in  the  dorms. 
The  first  dorm  on  the  L.C.  cam- 
pus was  a  house  for  female  stu- 
dents and  faculty  to  live  in.

Some  L.C.  students  lived  in  army  barracks  on  cam- 
pus and  still  many  commuted.  In  1957  Olin-Sang  Hall  was  added  as 
the  first  modern  dorm.  In  1960  Forsyth  Hall  was  added  and  in  1963 
the  Carrols  were  added.  The  newest  addi- 
tions to  the  Lincoln  College  campus  are 
the  Heritge  Halls  buih  in  1997  and  1998.

The  1998  Lynx  Soccer  Team  began  the  year  with 
a  flurry  by  winning  the  7th  annual  Kelme  Classic.  In  the 
championship  game  we  defeated  College  of  Lake  County 
in  penalty  kicks!  This  was  our  4th  championship  in  7  years. 

After  5  games  we  were  5-0  and  ranked  1 8th  in  the 
nation.  The  Lynx  then  hit  a  skid,  due  in  some  part  to  inju- 
ries. Our  leading  scorer  at  the  time  Tim  Lavin,  who  had  3 
goals  and  7  assists  in  just  5  games,  injured  his  ankle  and 
struggled  to  regain  his  form.  Our  second  leadmg  scorer 
Giovanni  Sausedo,  who  had  5  goals  and  2  assists  in  5  games, 
reinjured  his  knee  and  had  to  have  orthoscopic  surgery.  In 
addition,  in  our  game  against  Belleville,  our  starting  goal- 
keeper broke  his  leg!  The  offense  struggled  to  score  and 
we  won  only  2  of  the  next  9  games.  The  team  played  well 
in  many  of  those  games  but  they  just  couldn't  fmd  the  net; 
5  of  those  9  opponents  were  recognized  in  the  national  polls. 

Ironically,  the  Lynx  luck  started  to  change  in  the 
loss  to  Springfield  College  of  Illinois.  In  the  last  3  regular 
season  games,  we  scored  12  goals  and  won  2  out  of  3  games. 
However  in  our  last  regular  season  game,  our  stopper  Bill 
Nyhanna,  suffered  a  concussion  and  missed  all  of  our  piay- 
ofiF  games.  We  began  our  playoffs  by  beating  Lewis  and 
Clark  1-0,  and  advanced  to  the  Region  24  semi-final  game 
against  Belleville  Area  C.C..  However,  BAC  had  the  better 
of  the  days  and  won  2-0. 

Looking  forward  to  the  ftiture,  the  Lynx  started  7- 
8  fi-eshmen  every  game!  There  will  be  some  key  holes  to 
fill  fi-om  the  sophomore  starters,  however,  with  another 
excellent  recruiting  year  we  are  confident  we  will  be  back 
in  the  national  polls  where  we  belong.

Most  people  don't 
know,  but  Spatz  Hall,  where 
the  computer  labs  are,  used  to 
be  the  student  center.

The  college  was  started 
in  1865.   Everyone  knows 


that,  but  who  started  it?  The 
Cumberland  Presbyterian 
Church  appointed  a  five  mem- 
ber commission  to  fmd  a  suit- 
able place  to  put  a  college  in 
the  Midwest.  Several  promi- 
nent citizens  of  Lincoln 
guided  the  church  to  look  at 
Lincohi.  The  citizens  gath- 
ered $27,000  dollars  and  pre- 
sented it  to  the  church  group. 
The  next  day  was  gloomy  and 
damp.  The  group  visited  the 
site  where  University  hall  is 
now  located  and  when  they 
got  there  the  sun  broke 
through  the  clouds  and  lit  up 
the  area  with  an  unusual  glow. 
One  of  the  members  said  it 
must  be  a  sign  from  God  and 
so  the  rest  is  history  as  they 
say. 

The  college  has  had  22 
presidents  since  it  opened  in 
1865.

This  artice  was  a  main  feature  in  the  1928 
yearbook  the  Emancipator: 

Both  the  scholastic  and  athletic  standards  of  Lincoln  College  rank  high.  At 
no  small  college  is  the  standard  of  classroom  work  higher,  here  the  instructors  are 
able  to  give  each  student  a  more  personal  attention  because  they  have  only  a  limited 
number  of  classes  with  which  to  work. 

Lincoln  is  a  member  of  the  Illinois  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Association,  better 
known  as  the  Little  Nineteen,  and  has  regularly  organized  teams  in  football,  basket- 
ball, track,  and  tennis.  Lincoln 's  basketball  team  ranked  second  in  the  conference  in 
1926,  1925  and  third  in  1924.  Athletic  activity  is  not  limited  to  intercollegiate  com- 
petition by  the  varsity  teams,  as  an  elaborate  intramural  sport  program  is  carried  out 
each  year 

A  fine  Christian  atmosphere  pervades  the  campus.  It  manifests  itself  in  the 
classroom,  on  the  athletic  field,  and  in  student  life.  Almost  every  student  attends 
chapel  service,  although  attendance  is  not  compulsory.  The  student  body  is  free  from 
politics  and  harmful  cliques,  and  the  spirit  is  delightfully  democratic.  At  Lincoln,  the 
students  of  limited  or  average  means  finds  himself  in  a  place  with  those  more  fortu- 
nate. 

Among  the  attractive  features  of  student  life  at  Lincoln  are  the  splendid  orga- 
nizations, the  Philomathean  and  Amasagacian  Societies,  literary  groups  open  to  both 
sexes,  wich  hold  regular  meetings  with  programs  that  are  really  interesting  and  worth- 
while. The  Railsplitter  Club  is  an  organization  to  which  all  winners  of  the  varsity  "L  " 
in  athletics  belong.  The  Spotlight  Club  is  composed  of  students  in  Dramatic  Art  and 
Public  Speaking.  Students  whose  scholastic  standing  is  high  are  members  of  the 
Honor  L  Society.  The  Young  Men  s  and  Young  Women 's  Christian  Associations,  which 
are  affiliated  with  state  and  national  organizations,  are  active  in  Lincoln. 

At  Lincoln,  you  will  find  rare  opportunities  for  the  development  of  any  talent 
you  might  possess,  whether  it  be  athletic,  musical,  forensic,  artistic,  or  literary,  as 
expert  instruction  is  given  in  all  of  these  lines. 


Most  things  never  change,  although  the  organizations  are  not  the  same, 
the  spirit  of  the  Lynx  is  still  alive.
